ate' Investigations: sub-committee' 
voted unanimously today to stage 
a full-scale public airing of tho 
scandals flowing from the Billie 
Sol Estes catfe. 


Chairman John L. McClellan. 


D-Ark., pledged a full, thorough 
and complete investigation of al- 
leged influence deals by the Texas 
financier. 


He said there was no sign of 


partisan discord among the sub- 
committee's members over plans 
to follow the trail of evidence, 
which could Jead to the doorsteps 
of people high in government dur- 
ing both the Kennedy and Dwight 
D. Eisenhower 
administrations. 


McClellan- said the public hear- 


ings will start just as soon as his 
expanded investigating staff can 
wade through a mountain of docu- 
mentary material, but that it is 
imposible now to s'et the starting 
date. 


He said the subcommittee, at a 


SO-minutc 
meeting 
behind 
his 


closed doors, voted unanimously 
to authorize the public hearings lo 
start at such lime as the staff is 
properly prepared. 


The steadily expanding staff has 


been on the job1 for a month in a 
preliminary investigation which, 
lie said, has now dug up evidence 
From which it became apparent 
that the facts as they had devel- 
oped and were developing war- 
ranted a full, thorough and com- 
plete investigation. 


McClellan 
said Eslcs, 
whose

farm programs 


and other fields built a fortune, 
will be a witness but that it is 
questionable how much informa- 
tion Estes will give.

In Laos Will

concerns the fact that most swim- 
mers fail to learn simple self-re* 
cue skills, which might save them

WASHINGTON (AP)—Sen. Hu- 


bert H, Humphrey, D-Minn., an- 
nounced today the introduction of 
legislation proposing higher price 
supports for daily products. 


The bill would authorize the 


secretary of agriculture "to set 
price supports on "rnanufactur,- 
ing" milk at $3,40 per hundred 
pounds for the current marketing 
year. Under existing law the sec- 
retary has set the price at $3.11 
per hundred pounds, or -75 per 
cent of parity. 


The bill also would call for a 


referendum in early 1963 of pro- 
ducers who market 5,000 pounds 
of milk or more a year, to vote 
on production controls. If two 
thirds of the producers approved 
the bill's "supply-management" 
or control provisions, the secre* 
tary' would be authorized to set 
the price supports "asi near. 90 
per cent of parity a$ feasible," 
Humphrey's statement said,
